American habit. Non we’ve got to t 
out. Yes. even in the holidav season 
for reform p urp oses, hut for surviva 


c a us e to smash the Ax.' and help wi 
p eace we need more food. 
Every American household vast 
least one slice of bread a 
wet 
stacks up to 100,000,000 loaves. 1* 
all do it. Every man. woman and 
the United States 
wastes about 
quarters of a p ound of good fooc ever; 
day. Our armed forces and our lenddease 
Allies could have chowed weli on wiiat we 
chucked out last year. 
Today, 50,000.000 meals 
are served 
every 24 hours in 
p ublic eating 
p laces. 
The leavings scrap ed off the p lates would 
feed 
3.000,000 
soldier.'. 
Many 
cities 
have sanitary laws forbidding restaurants 
to use any served 
bread, rolls, crcan 
butter, etc.. not 
eaten by the customers. 
That goes for 
hosp itals and institutions, 
too. Rut if restaurants try to limit serv­ 
ings. many customers comp lain. 
We waste between 2<i and 30 p er cent 
of all the 
food p roduced. But 
we 
can t 
stop it comp letely. Waste doesn’t 
exist in 
a vacuum. It’s tied up with habit, manu­ 
facturing and 
transp ortation, as well as 
wasteful ways 
of cooking. If we can cut 
down 
bread 
waste 
from 
100,000.000 
loaves a 
week to 67.000.000, or the 3-4 
p ound we toss into the garbage p ail every 
day to 1-2 a p ound, we’ll still be getting 
p laces. 
The Army and Navy have gone after 
waste with 
military thoroughnoss. Many 
wholesale food merchants, p rocessors, and 
distributors 
waste food. However, in so 
vast an industrial set-up , many causes of 
waste cannot be entirely 
overcome with­ 
out establishing new systems that require 
new machinery. In wartime, that s out of 
the question. 
Quantities of food could be saved 
if 
we had more workers. But there’s a trans­ 
p ortation 
shortage. And. so 
it 
goes. In 
the 
final analysis 
it’s up 
to the 
home 
folks. 
What do we 
waste most? According 
to research by the 
Sanitary Engineering 
Research Laboratory of New York univer­ 
sity, 23 p er cent of the garbage consisted 
of green vegetables, 27 p er cent 
of other 
vegetables. 29 
p er 
cent 
of citrus 
and 
other fruits, 14 p er cent of baked goods, 
and 7 p er cent of meat, bones and fish.

Aviation medicine, p er se, is a 
brand new science, and while many 
of its most p ressing p roblems have 
been solved, there are still p lenty 
that are p roving hard nuts to 
crack. Man is a terrestrial animal. J 
lYou can tell that by his design— 
his anatomy. 
And not only that, 
he originated at sea level and that 
is where he is still most at home. 
To send him ten, twenty or thirty 
thousand feet in the air i« to a.o- 
combobulate his p hysiology en­ 
tirely. 


Other Aviation Probi* *ns 
One of the aviation p roblems not 
yet solved is that of the “bends”. 
When air p ressure 
is 
changed 
comp aratively rap idly, bubbles of 
nitrogen are forced out of the 
blood vessels 
into the muscles 


causing cramp s. 
The deep sea 
diver, who has worked an hour or 
more under f# vssure, is brought 
to the surface gradually in a closed 
chamber in which the air p ressure 
is slowly brought back to surface 
condition» . 
The aviator cannot be p ut in an 
air tight chamber. 
The nearest 
solution to the p roblem, I am told 
by Dr. John F. Fulton, of Yale 
University, who i< directing the 
researches, 
is 
that 
there 
is 
a 
method by which the men who are 
not likely to g<‘t the bends can be 
selected from a group . 
But the aviation medicos are not 
the only men in the military med­ 
ical and surgical fields who are 
having p roblems. This war is .^ e 
no other w ar in the destructiveness 
of the weap ons, and the shattering 
effect on m en’s nervous systems. 


Nervous Disorders 
Take a boy brought up in one of 
the cities, villages or on one of the 
farms of our land— he was not 
raised to be a soldier. Throw him 
into a combat area and some of 
them just get mad enough to eat 
it up and some c a n ’t take it. 
In about 53 p er cent of the latter 
it goes to the stomach or bowels. 
[ They have diarrhoea or they throw 
up . 
I t ’s p erfectly natural. 
The 
old saying about a distressing 
sp ectacle— “ It made me sick to my 
stomach”— ap p lies. 
But what to 
do with them when they ap p ly at 
a base h o sp ita l”
